Board of Education. — Report No. 1 of the Board of Education was submitted and 
amended by inserting the preamble and resolutions therein referred to. After an ad- 
dress by Dr. Casper Wright the report as amended was adopted as follows: 

REPORT No. 1 OF THE BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

THE EDUCATIONAL COMMISSION. 

We desire to express our appreciation of the work of the Educational Commis- 
sion as made known to us in the report of the Commission sent us by the Chairman, 
Bishop W. A. .Candler. We share in the feeling of responsibility voiced in that report, 
which results from the great world situation as it. affects the educational work of the 
colleges and universities of Europe and America, and would pledge ourselves and our 
people to loyal effort to discharge the obligations which are imposed upon us, and 
shall be increasingly ours in the coming years. 

SOUTHERN METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 

We recommend to the Conference the adoption of the preamble and resolution 
contained in the paper presented to the Conference on behalf of the Educational Com- 
mission, which resolution is a part of the application on behalf of the Conferences named 
in the preamble, and of the Educational Commission, and of the Trustees of Southern 
Methodist University, to so amend the charter of the said University as to make it a 
Connectional University of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, owned and controlled 
by the General Conference of the Church. 

AMENDMENT TO THE CHARTER OF SOUTHERN METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 

Whereas, a majority of the following named annual conferences of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, to-wit: The North Texas Conference, The Northwest Texas 

Conference, The Central Texas Conference, The Texas Conference, The West Texas 
Conference, The West Oklahoma, The German Mission Conference, The East Oklahoma 
Conference, The New Mexico Conference, The Missouri Conference, The Southwest Mis- 
souri Conference, The St. Louis Conference, The Little Rock Conference, The North 
Arkansas Conference, and the Louisiana Conference, did in their regular annual meet- 
ings held in the year 1915 adopt the following resolutions: 

“Whereas, the Southern Methodist University is now controlled by the following 
named participating annual conferences of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South: The 

North Texas Conference, The Northwest Texas Conference, The Central Texas Confer- 
ence, The Texas Confrence, The West Texas Conference, The German Mission Confer- 
ence, The East Oklahoma Conference, The West Oklahoma Conference, The New Mex- 
ico Conference, and The Missouri Conference; and 

“Whereas, all the said Conferences have heretofore by appropriate action granted 
the power to the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, to con- 
firm trustees of Southern Methodist University elected by the several participating an- 
nual conferences of said church; and 

“Whereas, it is deemed necessary and expedient for the purpose of making said 
institution connectional and in order to comply with the requirements prescribed by the 
General Conference' and with the terms of the resolution adopted at its session held in 
1914 creating the Educational Commission and providing for the establishment of an 
university west of the Mississippi River expressly to embody in the charter of Southern 
Methodist University the right and power on the part of the General Conference to 
either elect or confirm all trustees before they exercise any of the offices of a trustee; 
and 

“Whereas, it is deemed expedient and desirable that a trustee or trustees should 
be elected from the territory embraced within the bounds of the Southwest Missouri 
Conference, The St. Louis Conference, The Little Rock Conference, The North Arkansas 
Conference, and The Louisiana Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South; 
and 

“Whereas, the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
acting by and through its Educational Commission, duly authorized and empowered to 
take over educational institutions already in existence, did in a regularly convened meet- 
ing of sa’"d Educational Commission held in Dallas, Texas, on the 26th day of August, 
A. D., 1915, approve and ratify said plan and recommend the proposed amendment of 
the charter of Southern Methodist University to the favorable consideration of all the 
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annual conferences of said church herein named, subject to the approval thereafter by , 
said Commission of the list of trustees to be named before the aforesaid amended 
charter was filed with the Secretary of State of Texas; and 

“Whereas, said proposed amendment to the charter of Southern Methodist Uni- 
versity has been duly considered by this Annual Conference and its terms and provi- 
sions have been found acceptable, a form of said amended charter being submitted here- 
with and expressly made a part hereof; and 

“Whereas, it is the sense of this Conference that said proposed amendment to 
the charter of Southern Methodist University be authorized for the purpose of forever 
securing the ownership and control of said institution in the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South ; 

“Now, therefore, be it resolved, that the trustees of Southern Methodist Univer- 
sity be, and they are hereby, authorized, empowered, and directed, upon the adoption 
of similar resolutions by a majority of the annual conferences herein named, to procure 
an amendment to the charter of Southern Methodist University reciting in haec verba 
the provisions contained in the proposed form of amendment to said charter submitted 
with this resolution and adopted with this resolution by this Conference.” And 

Whereas, at a meeting of the Educational Commission held at 

on the day of A. D., 191.., the names of the first board of 

trustees, as hereinafter set out in Paragraph XIII, of the proposed amended charter, 
w T ere elected or confirmed by said Commission; and 

Whereas, at a special meeting of the board of trustees of Southern Methodist 

University held at Dallas, Texas, on the day of A. D., 191.., 

at which a lawful quorum was present, said board of trustees by resolution duly adopted 
authorized the amendment of the present charter of Southern Methodist University so 
as to embody the actions taken by the several annual conferences hereinbefore named; 

Now, therefore, the undersigned, being a majority of the board of trustees of 
Southern Methodist University, in compliance with the action of the annual conferences 
hereinbefore described and in compliance with said resolution of the Board of Trustees of 

Southern Methodist University have, on this day of A. D., 191.., 

amended the charter of Southern Methodist University to read as follows: 

The State of Texas, 

County of Dallas. 

Know all men by these Presents: 

That the undersigned, being all resident citizens of the State of Texas, under and 
by virtue of the Laws of this State, do hereby voluntarily associate ourselves together 
for the purpose of forming a private corporation under the terms and conditions here- 
inafter set out, as follows: 

I. 

The name of this corporation shall be SOUTHERN METHODIST UNIVERSITY. 

II. 

The purpose for which this corporation is formed is the support of an educational 
undertaking, to-wit: the establishment, maintenance, a,nd support of an institution for 
higher learning, including education and instruction in literary, scientific, theological, 
vocational, and professional branches, with authority to confer all college and university 
degrees, said educational institution to be forever owned, maintained, and controlled by 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 



The place where the business, of the corporation is to be transacted is at Dallas, 
Dallas County, Texas, and its corporate domicile shall be located at such place. 

IV. 

The term for which this corporation is to exist is fifty (50) years. 

V. 

This corporation has no capital stock and is not organized for the purpose of 
pecuniary gain or profit. 

VI. 

1. The Board of Trustees shall consist of twenty-five (25) members, of whom not 
less than eleven shall be residents of the State of Texas, not less than four shall be 
residents of the State of Oklahoma, not less than three shall be residents of the State 
of Missouri, not less than two shall be residents of the State of Arkansas, one shall be 
a resident of the State of Louisiana, and one shall be a resident within the territory 
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occupied by the New Mexico Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South. 

2. The representatives upon said Board of Trustees elected by the General Con- 

ference and by the annual conferences hereinafter named of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, shall be as follows: Three trustees by the General Conference and two 

trustees from the territory embraced within the bounds of each of the following named 
annual conferences: The North Texas Conference, The Northwest Texas Conference, 

The Central Texas Conference, The Texas Conference, The West Texas Conference, 
The East Oklahoma Conference, and the West Oklahoma Conference; and one trustee 
from territory embraced within the bounds of each of the following named annual con- 
ferences: The German Mission Conference, The New Mexico Conference, The Missouri 
Conference, The Southwest Missouri Conference, The St. Louis Conference, The Little 
Rock Conference, The North Arkansas, and The Louisiana Conference. 

3. All the annual conferences entitled to elect two trustees shall elect one clerical 
and one lay trustees. 

4. Trustees selected from the territory embraced within the bounds of the above 
named annual conferences shall be elected by the several annual conferences in such 
manner as such annual conference shall direct; provided, that no trustee so elected by 
any annual conference shall become a member of the Board of Trustees of Southern 
Methodist University or shall be qualified to sit, serve, or act as such until he shall have 
first been confirmed by the General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
South, or by some agency appointed aud authorized by said General Conference to con- 
firm or reject said trustees; and provided further, that the Educational Commission 
shall act as such agency until the next meeting of the General Conference of said 
church. 

5. The General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, shall elect 
three trustees, said three trustees to be elected upon the nomination of a committee 
composed of nine members, said nominating committee to be appointed by the Bishops of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, or by such other method as the General Confer- 
ence may adopt; provided, that the Educational Commission of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, South, shall elect the aforesaid three trustees who shall serve as such until the 
adjournment of the next General Conference. 

' 6. If for any cause any one or more of the annual conferences entitled to elect 
trustees shall fail to elect such trustees, then the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, shall elect said trustee or trustees, but any trustee or trustees 
so elected by the General Conference shall reside within the territorial bounds of the 
annual conference so failing to elect. Trustees elected by the General Conference from 
territory embracd within the bounds of annual conferences failing to elect shall only 
hold office until such annual conference shall exercise the right to elect such trustee 
or trustees and until such trustee or trustees shall have been confirmed, whereupon he 
or they shall take the place of the trustee or trustees so elected by the General Con- 
ference. 

7. Each trustee shall serve for a term of four years and until his successor shall 
be duly elected and confirmed, unless otherwise expressly provided herein; provided 
that the six trustees elected from the territory embraced within the bounds of the Mis- 
souri, Southwest Missouri, St. Louis, Little Rock, North Arkansas, and Louisiana Con- 
ferences shall be elected in the year 1915, and that the eight trustees elected from the 
territory embraced within the bounds of the North Texas Conference, Central Texas 
Conference, The East Oklahoma Conference, Central Texas Conference, and the West 
Oklahoma Conference shall be elected in the year 1917, and the three trustees from the 
church at large shall be elected by the General Conference at its session in 1918, and 
the eight trustees elected from the territory embraced within the bounds of the West 
Texas Conference, The Texas Conference, The Northwest Texas Conference, The Ger- 
man Mission Conference, and The New Mexico Conference shall be elected by fhe Gen- 
eral Conference from territory embraced within the bounds of annual conferences fail- 
ing to elect shall be superseded when such annual conferences shall elect trustees and 
upon confirmation thereof. 

8. Any trustee may be removed for cause by the General Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, acting directly or by some agency appointed and author- 
ized by it so to do. 

9. All vacancies in the Board of Trustees prior to the meeting of the next Gen- 
eral Conference occurring either by death, resignation, removal, failure of any confer- 
ence to elect, failure of confirmation of any trustee, or otherwise, shall be filled by the 
Educational Commission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and the trustee ap- 
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pointed to fill such vacancy shall serve until his successor is duly elected and confirmed. 
After the meeting of the next General Conference vacancies occurring in the Board of 
Trustees shall be filled as the General Conference may provide. 

VII. 

The Board of Trustees shall have authority to appoint an executive committee 
and other committees necessary and convenient for the conduct of the University’s bus- 
iness and affairs. 

VIII. 

The qualifications of trustees shall be those fixed by the Discipline of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, for trustees of its educational institutions. 

IX. 

The Board of Trustees may adopt by-laws not in conflict with law or the provisions 
of this charter or any law of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

X. 

When a trustee presented to the General Conference fails of confirmation, then 
the General Conference or its representative shall elect a trustee to fill the vacancy, 
who shall serve until his successor is duly elected and confirmed. 

XI. 

All authority herein conferred upon the General Conference of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, South, shall, until the next meeting of said General Conference, be ex- 
ercised by the Educational Commission of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South. 

XII. 

No amendment to this charter shall ever be made unless the same shall have been 
first affirmatively authorized and approved by the General Conference of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, South, or by some authorized agency of said General Conference. 

XIII. 

Until the election of the trustees as hereinbefore provided in Paragraph VI, the 
following named persons shall constitute the Board of Trustees of Southern Methodist 
University: 

From the territory embraced within the bounds of Ceneral Texas Conference. 

From the territory embraced within the bounds of West Texas Conference. 

From the territory embraced within the bounds of Northwest Texas Conference. 

From the territory embraced within the bounds of Texas Conference. 

From the territory embraced within the bounds of North Texas Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of East Oklahoma Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of West Oklahoma Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of German Mission Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of New Mexico Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of Southwest Missouri Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of St. Louis Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of Little Rock Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of North Arkansas Conference. 

From the territory within the bounds of Louisiana Conference. 

From the Church at Large. 

We recommend the appointment of W. W. Drake as the member of the Board of 
Trustees from the Louisiana Conference.

F. B. Hill having been duly recommended by the District Conference of the 
Baton Rouge District and the Committees of Admission and Examination reporting 
favorably, was admitted on trial into the travelling connection. 

Robert William Smith, having been duly recommended by the District Confer- 
ence of the Lafayette District, and the Committees of Admission and Examination re- 
porting favorably, was admitted on trial into the travelling connection. 

Benjamin Harris Andrews having been duly recommended by the District Confer- 
ence of the Monroe District, and the Committees of Admission and Examination report- 
ing favorably, was admitted on trial into the travelling connection.

The orders of A. L. Harper, as local deacon from the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
recommended by the Alexandria District Conference, were recognized auditing the 
fulfillment of the Disciplinary requirements. 

Who are Re-admitted. — Question 5 was called: Who are re-admitted? 

The recommendation of M. C. Holt, a local elder from the Lafayette District was 
presented. On motion the recommendation was recommitted to the Committee on Ad- 
missions. 

Committee Excused. — The Committee on Conference Relations was excused. 

Papers Referred. — A paper from the Southern Socialogical Congress was read. 
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Ministerial Character. — Question 22 was called: Are all the preachers blameless 

in their life and official administration? 

The name of O. J. Chandler was called, he reported his work, and his character 
passed. 

Leave of Absence. — F. R. Hill, Jr., was granted leave of absence for the remainder 
of the session. 

Place of Holding next Session. — Question 52 was called: Where shall the next 

session of the Conference be held? 

Baton Rouge, Bogalusa and Lake Charles were placed in nomination. On motion 
Baton Rouge was unanimously selected. 

Surrender of Credentials of J. W. Harper. — The credentials of J. W. Harper were 
surrendered and received. 

Report of Committee on Conference Relations. — Question 19 was called: Who are 
supernumerary? 

The report of the Committee on Conference Relations recommending C. M. Thomp- 
son and G. D. Anders for the supernumerary relation, was adopted. 

Address by Mr. H. S. Pringle. — Henry S. Pringle, assistant superintendent of the 
International Reform Bureau was introduced by S. H. Werlein and addressed the Con- 
ference with reference to the attempt to re-introduce race track gambling into the State. 

Report of Temperance Committee. — The report of the Committee of Temperance 
was presented by S. H. Werlein. It was moved that the report be adopted and sub- 
mitted to the New Orleans Christian Advocate, and to the secular papers, with the re- 
quest that it be printed in full. The motion prevailed and the report was adopted as 
follows: 

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON TEMPERANCE. 

Since we last met as a Conference gigantic strides have been made toward the 
ultimate suppression of the manufacture, importation, and sale of intoxicating liquors. 
The wave of protest against this monster evil is becoming nation wide. The conscience 
of the American people is awaking, and indeed the whole world is becoming more pro- 
nounced in favor cf prohibition. We who have been giving time and strength and 
prayer toward this reform have reason to render thanksgiving to God for the progress 
which has been made. State after State in this Union has declared for prohibition. Of 
the 48 States of the Union 19 have declared for prohibition; 9 are nearly prohibition 
States with more than 50 per cent of the population under prohibition; 13 are partially 
prohibition with more than 25 per cent under prohibitory law; 9 States with a popula- 
tion less than 25 per cent under prohibition. No one can contemplate these figures with- 
out being thoroughly convinced that prohibition will soon prevail. Not only the friends 
of prohibition are assured of final victory, but salooniste and manufacturers of strong 
drink see their approaching doom. The hand writing is on the wall. The time is com- 
ing soon when every State must confront the question, shall the saloon or prohibition 
prevail? That hour has reached the State of Louisiana, we are now in the throes of 
this great crisis. For the first time in the history of Louisiana the people have been 
called to answer this question. It has entered into politics and has become a vital issue 
involving a great moral principle. One year age it would have been impossible for the 
advocate of prohibition to express their convictions at the ballot box. Their votes would 
have been uncounted. On January 25, 1916, every ballot for prohibition will be regis- 
tered. The people of Louisiana will decide whether the saloon shall be King or whether 
righteousness shall prevail. They will determine whether the Menace to peace, hap- 
piness and prosperity of the people shall be allowed to continue its work of ruin, or 
whether it shall be utterly overturned and destroyed. They will decide whether the 
young men and young women of the State are of sufficient value to be protected from 
the infernal influences of these murder mills; of the cabaret, and brothels; or whether 
they shall be exposed to the salacious temptations of the wine room and be offered up 
as victims to satiate the maw of this rapacious Moloch. They will be called upon to 
decide whether blood money derived from licensing the saloon is of greater value than 
sobriety, industry, prosperity, righteousness and protection to life and health. All re- 
forms in Democracy are to be affected by the ballot. Civic responsibility a sacred trust. 
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We as preachers are not only in duty hound to exemplify the Christian life but to im- 
press on others their duty as citizens. A man is responsible to God for the way he 
votes. His ballot has upon it either the favor or disfavor of God. He either honors or 
dishonors the God whose servant he is. The Apostle said: “Whether therefore ye eat 

or drink or whatsoever ye do, do all to the glory of God.” 

When a great moral principle is involved the Christian citizen has not other 
choice than to stand for that principle. It is not a matter of the individual; it is the 
Kingdom of God which has the paramount claim. We desire to place ourselves on 
record as being opposed to the election of any candidate who in order to secure the sup- 
port of the saloon will not co-operate in the exactment of laws suppressing the liquor 
nuisance, and pledge himself to the enforcement of laws which are already in existence. 
The Gay-Shattuck law, and the Sunday law prohibiting on the one hand the sale of 
liquor to minors and the promiscuous sale of liquor to whites and blacks at the same 
bar, and the opening of the saloon on Sunday are wantonly and defiantly violated, and 
many officials where sworn duty is to enforce these laws are remiss in the performance 
of their duty and for reasons known to themselves wink at these open violations of law. 
The t\me has come when Christian voters should show their strength at the polls and 
also by emphatic protest against official malfeasance. If Christian people remain inac- 
tive at such a time as this there will be no relief from the oppression and destructive 
dominance of the saloon. Shall the saloon rule the people of our State, or shall the 
people rise up in their manhood and abolish the saloon? This is the question which con- 
fronts Louisiana to-day. We pledge ourselves to co-operate with the Woman’s Chris- 
tian Temperance Union and the Louisiana Anti-Saloon League in their efforts to achieve 
the demolition of the liquor traffic. 

We respectfully request the appointment of Rev. A. W. Turner as Superintendent 
of the Anti-Saloon League in the State of Louisiana.

Sunday School Board Report. — The report of the Sunday School Board was pre- 
sented by H. N. Brown, amended by the insertion of the words “at a salary of $3000.00 
and traveling expenses” and adopted as amended as follows: 

REPORT OF THE SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

Your Board believe that in the Sunday Schools we have the greatest auxiliary to 
the Church, and we take delight in its ever broadening field. As an evangelistic Agency 
it affords an unequalled opportunity to reach all classes, particularly that class from 
which we derive the best and unspoiled membership for the Church. It is a Missionary 
Society, a Church Extension Society, an Orphanage Agency, and a right hand helper 
to everything that is worthy of praise in Church work. We note with pleasure the rapid 
growth in the circulation of our periodical literature, there being a gain of over 61,000 
during the last year, and with the Missionary Messenger 111,000. 

It is gratifying to know that the graded courses are coming into more general 
use and are gradually taking the place of the uniform lesson papers. The decrease in 
the circulation of the Intermediate Quarterly, Our Little People, and The Olivet Pic- 
ture Cards, being due to that fact. 

We call special attention to the new publications “The Workers Council” and 
“The Missionary Messenger” and commend them to our Schools. 

The General Secretary reports some changes in our miscellaneous publications 
as already accomplished, and others as pending. We commend these changes and rec- 
ommend these publications for general use. 

In our new Superintendent of Teacher Training, Rev. John W. Shackford, we 
have a worthy successor to our lamented Dr. H. M. Hamill. He reports the present 
Teacher Training Course as temporary and that a new course is in process of prepara- 
tion, which will probably take several years to complete. We note that the Teacher 
Training work is rapidly growing throughout the connection and that a very profitable 
part of it is in connection with our Schools and Colleges. We commend this fact to the 
attention of Centenary and Mansfield Colleges. 

The Wesley Bible Class movement is coming into more general favor and is grow- 
ing in efficiency. We urge all Adult Classes in our Sunday Schools to register with our 
central office in Nashville, Tenn. 

We have made provision for a series of Institutes in which we will have the aid 
of Mr. A. L. Deitrich, our Divisional Field Secretary. We regret that according to the 
last published minutes there are 96 Societies in Louisiana which do not have Sunday 
Schools. 
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We furnish literature for the First Quarter to new Schools if the application has 
the endorsement of the Field Secretary or Chairman. 

We appreciate the work that has been done by the Louisiana Sunday School As- 
sociation. 

We urge all our Sunday Schools to observe Childrens’ Day and to forward their 
offering to our Treasurer, and have made provision to pay for the Programs of any 
School that will promise to observe the day and return the offering to the Board. 

We have elected Mr. H. L. Baker from the New Orleans District in place of J. H. 
Carter, resigned, and Mr. S. M. Collins from the Ruston District in place of Mr. B. F. 
Dudley, resigned. 

We request the Bishop to appoint a Field Secretary at a salary of $3,000 a year 
and travelling expenses. 

We recommend that an Assessment equal to 2 per cent on the assessment for 
ministerial support be levied by the District Stewards to provide support for a Field 
Secretary. Respectfully submitted,

We recommend the election of S. D. Pearce, J. H. Mays, and A. G. Shankle on the 
Board of Directors of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage to succeed themselves. 

We again recommend tnat Easter Sunday and Work Day be observed as Orphan- 
age Days for raising funds for our Institution. 

We recommend that the report of the Board of Directors, incorporating report of 
Superintendent Vaughn, be printed in the Minutes of our Conference. 

We very greatly appreciate the success of our Superintendent, R. W. Vaughan, 
and request that Bisnop Atkins re-appoint him to that office for 1916.

The following Report of the Superintendent of the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage 
was received and order to record. 

REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE LOUISIANA METHODIST 

ORPHANAGE. 

To the Hon. S. D. Pearce, President, and Members of the Board of Directors, of 
the Louisiana Methodist Orphanage: 

I beg to submit my annual report of the work of the Louisiana Methodist Or- 
phanage for the year from November 15, 1914 to November 1, 1915. 

I am happy to report advancement and gropress along every line of our work. 

• We have more children, they have maintained their high standard of excellence, both 
in the school room and in the home, have kept in better health, and on the whole, our 
work with the children iias been more satisfactory than ever before. In spite of the 
depressed conditions over the country our financial condition has been highly gratifying. 
We have been enable to meet all our obligations regularly and promptly. Agriculturally 
it has been one of the best years we have ever had. Our garden, trucking, corn, potatoes 
ana fruit crops rave been unusually good. In our canning operations we have* put up 
large quantities of peaches, pears and apples, beans, tomatoes, beets, corn and okra. 
We have constructed a canning house and installed. a small, but modern, canning equip- 
ment; we have laid the play room floor in the main building, atfid are now building a 
scientif c potato house for curing and keeping our potatoes. 

We have had 111 children in our care during the year. Of these we now have 
107 in the Orphanage. We have placed three in good Christian homes, and returned 
one to his relative. Cne child, taken from the Charity Hospital, has been returned for 
further treatment. We are yrofoundly grateful that we have not had one serious case 
of illness, and have passed another year without the loss of a child by death. 
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We are still fortunate in retaining the services of our force of workers, and have 
added an assistant matron, Miss Sallie McDonald. These helpers in our work are 
capable and efficient, and much of the success of our work is due to their faithful ser- 
vices. Our House Matron, Miss iveller, has suhered terribly with a bone fellon that in- 
volved the entire hand, wnich necessitated several severe and painful operations, yet 
with all, she kept up her duties and directed the work of her department with her usual 
skill and ability. 

The gift of Mr. C. W. Blair, of Shreveport, of $2,025.00, enabled us to pay off 
the third note of our muebtedness, which leaves one note yet unpaid. This note will 
fall due December 31, and we are trusting that we may be able to secure the funds 
necessary to meet that note when due. If we can pay this note our Institution will then 
be entirely free of debt for the first time in our history. 

The most serious condition that confronts us is the constant and ever growing 
demands on us to tafie more children. We now have our full capacity, and until we 
are to build and equip another building, and secure a larger income for our mainten- 
ance, it will be quite impossible for us to take more children into our home. The fact 
that we have been compelled to refuse a home to over 350 children this year, many of 
whom were as needy as any we now have under our care, is a most distressing fact. 

The removal of the assessment by the Conference for the support of the Or- 
phanage, has not materially affected our income this year thus far. The people over 
the Church in general have maintained a most cordial and generous attitude toward our 
work. The Easter collections were most gratifying, and so far the collections from 
“Work Day” indicate that they will not fall behind the collections of last year. Some 
individual churches have not done as well as under the former plan, but it is quite im- 
possible to tell the final effect of this change until after Conference.

We have thus added to the actual value of our Institution, $4,162.13 during the 
year, besides the expense of operation. 

In addition to the above we carry insurance to the amount of $26,000.00 on our 
biuldings.. with no premiums now due. 

Already one car, filled with corn, hay, potatoes, and other useful products has 
been received. The V. S. & P. Railway people granted free transportation to this car, 
and the products were given by the people of the Tallulah pastoral charge, under the 
vigorous lead of their efficient pastor, Rev. V. D. Skipper. Arrangements are already 
being perfected for the incoming of at least three more cars, and probably four. The 
railroads issued authority for the movement of these cars, and they will come as Thanks- 
giving offerings to our Institution. These offerings come from the Monroe District, with 
the exception of the car to move from Alexandria over the Rock Island, and a probable 
juncture with a car from Haynesville and intermediate points to Bienville and thence 
to Jonesboro. This movement is of high value to our work. 

At no time have we ever looked forward with greater confidence and higher hopes 
for our great work . The loyalty and devotion of our people all over the State is most 
gratifying, and we feel assured that our interest will be cared for. Yet, with all, we feel 
the pressing need of enlargement and improvement. While we rejoice over the work 
already accomplished, we yearn to do a greater work. We see the need and feel its im- 
portance as never before. The cry from the homeless, helpless child is the most heart- 
rending, distressing wail that can fall on human ears, or burden human hearts. 

That we may meet this growing demand, that we may better equip ourselves to 
do this larger work, I trust to you, who have so largely pointed the way to what has 
already been done, to devise, suggest and plan. I trust that the God of love and Wisdom 
may guide you in your deliberations and plans, and may lead us all in the future conduct 
of our great and noble task. Respectfully submitted,

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Church Extension. — The report of the Board of Church Extension was read by 
R. O. Randle and adopted as follows: 

REPORT No. 1 OF THE BOARD OF CHURCH EXTENSION. 

Your Board of Church Extension has met from time to time during the sessions 
of the Conference and has carefully considered the applications for aid that have been 
presented to it for attention. 

The means at our command have been totally insufficient to meet all the demands 
that have been made upon us. In fact, we have, of necessity, eliminated some of the 
applications that have come to us and have scaled nearly all the others, endeavoring to 
give aid to the churches that seemed to us most in need of such aid. 

In the disposition of the funds at our command, we have acted after prayerful 
discussion of all claims, without regard to the location of claimants, and have done what 
we believed to be best for the interest of the Church. The financial statement will show 
the appropriations, and is hereinafter set forth in detail. 

In view of the fact that the dedicatory services of the New Office Building of the 
General Board of Church Extension will be held in Louisville, Ky., during the 1916 meet- 
ing of the General Board, and in view of the fact that a meeting of Conference Repre- 
sentatives is to be held there at that time, we recommend that a representative of the 
Conference Board of the Louisiana Annual Conference be selected to attend the meet- 
ing, and that his travelling expenses be paid by our Board out of funds in the hand of 
the Treasurer. We nominate as a representative of this Board Rev. K. W. Dodson, the 
President of the Board. 

We note that during the past year only six of our Sunday Schools have made use 
of the Sunday School Birthday Jars; we feel that there has been a lack on the part of our 
Pastors in pressing this matter, and we urge our Pastors to give this matter continual 
attention until every Sunday School is equipped with, and uses the Birthday Jar. 

Members of the Executive Committee of your Board have, during the past year, 
visited four of the District Conferences held in our State; it is our desire to attend, 
during the coming year, the various District Conferences n the Louisiana Annual Con- 
ference, and we desire the co-operation of the Brethren in the matter of publicity of this 
cause, by sermons on the subject. 

In view of the action of the General Board of Church Extension calling for a 
Church-wide campaign for the increase of the loan fund capital of the Board to an 
amount not less than one million dollars, your committee has adopted the following 
resolutions which we commend to the Conference: 

Resolved: First — We heartily endorse the proposition of the General Board for 

a Loan Fund Day throughout the bounds of our Church. We suggest the observance of 

Sunday as Loan Fund Day; and we pledge ourselves to co-operate with 

the Special Committee in making it a success. 

Second — Our preachers and churches are urged to fall in line with the whole 
Church in giving the day designated to the interests of Church Extension, affording the 
people an opportunity to make contributions in cash or subscription, all cash received 
to be remitted to the general office at Louisville, Ky., and all subscriptions taken, with 
the amount subscribed and address, sent to the same place. 

Third — We recommend that contributions not otherwise directed within the 
bounds of this Conference, become a part of the Conference Board Loan Fund, which 
fund is administered by this Board in the interest of Church and Parsonage building 
within the bounds of the Conference, through the general office at Louisville, Ky. We 
recommend also that the amount contributed by the Sunday Schools of this Conference 
be added to the Sunday School Loan Fund. 

Fourth— We urge our Presiding Elders, Preachers, Lay Leaders, Sunday School 
Superintendents and Epworth League Officers to keep this matter before the people, 
and to so plan that they may be informed on the subject and that they be given an 
opportunity to make a contribution to the loan fund capital of the Board of Church Ex- 
tension. 

Fifth — We make mention of the fact, for the information of all concerned, that 
the general office at Louisville, Ky., will provide, free of charge, literature, charts, etc., 
for educational purposes subscription blanks, and all other necessary printed matter for 
the proper observance of the day.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON LAY ACTIVITIES. 

I beg to submit my annual report as Conference Lay Leader as follows: 

1. The number of charges in the Conference in which the Committees of the Lay- 
men’s Missionary Movement are organized and effective — 30. 

2. The number of charges in which a systematic campaign of Missionary Educa- 
tion is being conducted — 13. 

3. The number of charges in which an every-member canvass has been made for 
Missions and other Conference claims — 28. 

4. The number of charges using the duplex envelope — 24. 

5. The - number of charges carrying a Missionary Special — 0. 

6. No efforts have been made by the Laymen’s Missionary Movement to co- 
operate with Conference Boards except the efforts made to raise the collections. 

7. No efforts have been made (as yet) to promote evangelism by volunteer ser- 
vice, or otherwise. 

8. As an organized body, we have made no efforts to suppress the liquor traffic, 
but we are happy to say that Methodist Laymen are in the forefront of the fight against 
that great evil in our beloved State. Indeed, one of our District Lay Leaders was unable 
to attend Conference because he was oue of the leaders in the prohibition fight in 
Rapides Parish. 

9. Our laymen are beginning to organize for Social Service and we hope we may 
have better reports along this line in the future. 

10. I regret to say that this is only a partial report. One District was omitted 
entirely because the District was engaged in a prohibition fight and made no report, one 
other District Leader made his report upon an erroneous blank and it could not be 
used. I think, therefore, that our report ought really to make a better showing than 
it does. 
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Finally, let me say that there seems to be a growing interest in our work. Five 
of seven District Leaders were in attendance and a sixth Leader sent his report. 

The preachers seem to be more favorably inclined to adopt “A Financial Method 
for Methodist,” and «yhen they do the work will be accelerated. The people will then 
fall into line, for “like priest, like peeple.” 

Our Laymen’s Rally this afternoon was an inspiration to us. We believe it to be 
far the best we have ever had. We wish to thank Bishop Atkins for greatly helping the 
rally by omitting the Cabinet meeting at that hour, thus allowing all the Presiding 
Elders to attend the rally, and by being present himself and making an address favorable 
to our work. 

We believe the Laymen’s work to be largely in the hands of the preachers, and 
when they catch the great vision and move forward, the work shall become irresistable. 
As leaders, they must show the people the way and not try to do all the v V ork them- 
selves. Onr Conference being principally preachers’ meetings, the work of our Church 
being principally in the hands of preachers, we are falling behind the Congregational 
Churches in the great work of the Lord, and that in spite of our incomparable organiza- 
tion. It is because their layrpen are trained to work and ours are not. Unless this con- 
dition is changed I fear for the future of our Church.

Church Publications. — The report of the Committee on Church Publications was 
read and adopted as follows: 
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REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON CHURCH PUBLICATIONS. 

We note with interest that our Publishing House under th§ management of 
Messrs. Smith & Lamar, reports a net gain in profits over last year more than $125,000. 
This profit is reported in spite of the fact that net sales for the current year are less 
than reported last year. 

We heartily commend the editorial policy of the New Orleans Christian Advo- 
cate and most earnestly urge our preachers and laymen to use their influence to give 
it a wider circulation. We deem the Church most fortunate in that Dr. R. A. Meek has 
been continued as its editor, and the publisher is without doubt giving us a paper that 
is good to look upon. 

We are convinced that our General Organ, The Christian Advocate, is a great 
religious journal and should be read by all our people. We commend as worthy read- 
ing the Epworth Era, the Missionary Voice, and the Methodist Review. All of them 
are worthy of our great Church. We would mention favorably the published reports of 
our General Board of* Church Extension and General Board of Missions. The Annuals 
of these two Boards are books of rare worth. 

We recognize the superior character of our Sunday School literature and recom- 
mend its use in all our schools and a general circulation of the Sunday School \ V eekly 
papers among our young people. 

Your committee is duly conscious of the fact that our Church has suffered a great 
loss in the death of the late Dr. Gross Alexander, Editor of the Methodist Review, and 
it is also conscious that our Church has acted wisely in selecting as his successor the 
Rev. Dr. H. M. DuBose. We commend Dr. DuBose to the love and confidence of our 
people and bespeak for our Review under his leadership even a greater influence in the 
field of religious journalism than it has enjoyed in the past. 

We most respectfully submit to you the following resolution looking to further- 
ing the quality and circulation of our Conference organ: 

Whereas (first), the last General Conference recommended that the Church, itself, 
own and control all its authorized church papers, and that the Book Committee be 
charged with the duty of dividing the whole church territory into several districts and 
of seeking to combine papers where there are more than are needed in any given area; 
and also that each Annual Conference select commissioners to effect a change from 
private to Conference ownership where ever practicable and to otherwise co-operate 
w ith the general Committee; and Whereas (second), the Book Committee has suggested 
tentative areas and combinations, and since such preliminary work will be required to 
effect the necessary re-adjustments. 

Therefore, be it resolved, that this, the Louisiana Conference is heartily in sym- 
pathy with the general purpose of these recommendations. 

The report from the Trustees of our Depository at 512 Camp Street, New Orleans, 
was before your Committee. This report informs us that a bill for $75, taxes and in- 
surances, ordered presented to the Publishing Committee of the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate by the Louisiana Conference last year had been returned by the Secretary 
of that Committee with the advice that it has no funds out of which to pay same. We 
respectfully find that the property is owned by our Church and chartered as a book 
depository and domicile of the New Orleans Christian Advocate and that it is held by 
a Board of Trustees for such purposes; that all bills for taxes, insurances, and repairs 
properly accrue against said building and should be paid by the Trustees of the same 
out of such funds as may be in their possession from rentals or otherwise; and if for 
any reason, no w or ever hereafter, there is not sufficient income from the building to 
maintain it, bills accumulate against it should be referred to the Louisiana Conference 
for payment.

New Orleans Depository. — The report of the Trustees of the New Orleans De- 
pository was returned by the Committee on Publishing Interest and ordered to record 
as follows: 

REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES OF THE NEW ORLEANS DEPOSITORY. 

New Orleans, November 5, 1915. 

To the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 
Mansfield, Louisiana: 

I submit the report of the Board of Trustees of the New Orleans Depository, prop- 
erty 512 Camp Street, for the Conference of 1915 as follows: 

This year has been a most unfortunate one for this property. It has been rented 
it is true during the year at $50.00 per month, but due to rat proofing required by the 
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United States Health Authorities and the storm occurring on September 29, necessitat- 
ing a great deal of repair being done on account of the damage resulting from the 
storm, therefore, our Board will be unable to send any money to the Conference, as the 
Treasurer’s report, which will be handed in to you, only shows a balance of $38.05. 

It was resolved by the Board of Trustees that the following names be recom- 
mended to you for appointment as Trustees of the New Orleans Depository for the com- 
ing year: 

W. B. Thomson, J. H. Carter, S. H. Meyer, Geo. S. Brown, M. B. DePass, W. W. 
Carre, Geo. H. Warson, Ed. Alvis. 

The property is insured for $6,000.00. 

By order of the last Annual Conference the Publishing Committee of the Chris- 
tian Advocate was to reimburse the Board of Trustees of the Depository for taxes and 
insurance during the period that the lower floor was not rented. A bill was rendered 
for this to the Publishing Committee as well as the Publisher for about $73.00: and we 
have a letter from the Secretary of the Publishing Committee acknowledging receipt 
of the bill, an abstract of which I give you for your information: 

“In replv to the matter presented bv a Committee of the Board in refe^nce to 
the payment by the Publishing Committee of the Ne w Orleans Christian Advocate of 
a bill of Taxes, Insurance, etc., that the Publishing Committee, under the charter of a 
Board by which the Advocate Office Property is held, does not regard itself as respon- 
sible for said bill, and is without funds for such payment. Under the contract of the 
Committee with the Publisher of the Advocate, made according to previous precedents 
and understandings, the Committee has no pcwer to hold the Publisher of the Advocate 
responsible for such payments.” 

We regret a more favorable report cannot be given but due to the very small 
revenue of $600.00 a year for the lower floor, from which taxes, insurance and repairs 
have to be deducted, we cannot hope to show much of a balance at the end of the year 
especially when contingencies arise as was the case this year. 

The t\ V o upper floors are under the control of the Publishing Committee and 
occupied by the Publisher and Editor for the publication of the New Orleans Christian 
Advocate, doing a great deal of printing and job printing for outside parties, hence the 
only revenue we can hope for is from the lower floor. 

This is a very valuable piece of property and becoming more valuable all the time, 
and it looks as if some arrangements should be made to put it on a more paying basis.

Bible Society. — The report of the Bible Society Board was read and adopted as 
follows: 

REPORT OF THE BIBLE SOCIETY BOARD. 

May the sixth next will celebrate the centennial of the American Bible Society. 
During its one hundred years of existence it has been one of the mightiest agents in 
the upbuilding of the Kingdom of God. No one can remotely estimate what has been 
accomplished by the free distribution throughout the world of the scriptures, translated 
as they have been into almost every language. Without this great arm of the Church 
the ultimate Christianization of the world would be hopeless. Its only means of support 
is the voluntary offerings of individual and church (Organizations. Our o w n church has 
not been indifference to its appeal for financial aid. 

The General Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, recommended 
at its last session that two cents per member be assessed for the support of the Society. 
In accordance with this recommendation your Committee asked the Louisiana Confer- 
ence to contribute $660.00, the actual amount paid was $380.00, leaving a deficit of 
$284.00. No cause merits financial aid more than the American Bible Society. Failure 
to meet these assessments, impedes greatly the work of the Society. Notwithstanding 
the fact that six million four hundred and six thousand three hundred and twenty-three 
volumes were circulated last year, the actual need of the world will fall short one mil- 
lion copies. 

We are informed that seven thousand young Confusionists have enrolled for sys- 
tematic Bible study during the year past, and the report of the Southwestern Agency in- 
forms us that every field of the Society, save Mexico and the Turkish Empire is calling 
for advance. » 

In our own State the Society employs two paid colporteurs, one to minister to the 
needs of the French, and the other to the Italians. These men visit from house to house, 
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speaking the language of the families visited, and in many instances leading enquirers 
to the knowledge of Jesus Christ. 

On the Battle fields of Europe 1,000,000 copies of the New Testament have been 
distributed among the soldiers. It is urgently requested by this Board that all our 
preachers in the Louisiana Conference deliver a special sermon on the Bible during the 
month of May, 1916, and that the great work of the American Bible Society be brought 
to the attention of all our people. Presiding Elders are respectfully requested to have 
special emphasis placed unon the work of this institution at the District Conferences 
which will be held in 1916. 

We would express our appreciation of the annual gift of one hundred Bibles made 
by the American Bible Society to the Louisiana State Penitentiary for the benefit of 
prisoners. We recommend that the following assessments be made upon the several 
Districts of the Louisiana Conference as follows:

Pineville Cemetery. — The report of the Committee on the Pineville Cemetery was 
submitted by H. W. May, read and adopted as follo w s: 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON PINEVILLE CEMETERY. 

In pursuance of the resolution of the Louisiana Annual Conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, South, at its session at Shreveport, Louisiana, December 14, 
1914, and found on page twenty of the Conference Annual for said year, Rev. H. W. May, 
Presiding Elder of the Alexandria District, appointed a committee composed of Rev. 
Paul M. Brown, Messrs. T. F. Porter, G. H. Pierson, R. W. Winstead and J. T. Sandlin, 
all members of the Quarterly Conference of the Natchitoches Charge of the Louisiana 
Conference. This Committee met at Natchitoches, Louisiana, October 31, 1915, and 
passed the following resolution: 

Whereas, the Committee understands from representation of those informed, that 
a certain lot of land upon which the Methodist Episcopal Church, South, and parsonage 
in Pineville, Louisiana, is located has been used for the double purpose of church par- 
sonage lot and cemetery, and that for a number of years the church and parsonaee have 
been kept up by one organfzation and the cemetery by another, viz., by the Board of 
Trustees of the Pineville Charge and the Cemetery Association. 

Further, we find from the original deed of the property, a copy of which is before 
us, that the ownership of said property lies in the Louisiana Annual Conference, there- 
fore, be it resolved that we recommend to the Louisiana Annual Conference the follow- 
ing disposition of the property as an equitable adjustment of all matters at issue, viz., 
that the Louisiana Annual Conference instruct the Board of Trustees of said Conference, 
otherwise known as the Legal Conference, to deed the following described portion of the 
properly to the Board of Trustees of th Pineville Charge or their legal successors, viz., 
the lot of ground in the southwestern corner of said enclosure having a front of ninety 
feet on the street between the church property and the Rapides Cemetery and running 
back a depth of two hundred feet between parallel lines on the street behind the nresent 
parsonage and also a lot upon which the church is situated and next to the one last de- 
scribed having a front of seventy feet on the street between the church property and 
the Rapides Cemetery and running back between parallel lines a depth of one hundred 
and forty-six feet, also a lot next to the one last described having a front of seventy 
feet on the street between the church property and the Rapides Cemetery and running 
back between parallel lines a depth of one hundred and forty-six feet. 

Further, that the Louisiana Annual Conference instruct its Board of Trustees to 
deed the remaining portion of ground in the present enclosure and described in deed 
made by T. H. Maddox of the Louisiana Annual Conference* on the 21st dav of March, 
1873, to the Cemetery Association above mentioned when said Association shall become 
legally incorporated under the Laws of Louisiana and shall provide in its Constitution 
that all vacancies occurring by death or otherwise in the Association shall be filled by 
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the Quarterly Conference of the First Methodist Episcopal Church, South, of Alex- 
andria, Louisiana.

Whereas, the Rev, Thomas Carter and the Rev. H. B. Carre are at present, and 
have, for a number of years, been serving as professors in the Vanderbilt University 
at Nashville, Tenn.; and 

Whereas, this Conference has requested the presiding Bishop to appoint Brothers 
Carter and Carre to professorships in Vanderbilt University, 

Therefore, be it Resolved, that, while we have recommended the appointment of 
these brethren to professorships in Vanderbilt University, we desire to place ourselves 
on record as commending, in every particular, the action of the General 'Conference of 
1914, and also, all the acts of the Commissioners, appointed by said General Conference, 
relative to said Vanderbilt matter.

Epworth League Board. — The report of the Ep w orth League Board was received 
and adopted as follows: 

REPORT OF THE EPWORTH LEAGUE BOARD. 

In considering the report of the General Secretary of the Epworth League, which 
report was before us in printed form, we note the hopefulness of the outlook as ex- 
pressed by our Secretary. Especially gratifying is it to us that Dr. F. S. Parker has de- 
cided not to divide his time, by occupying a chair in the School of Theology at Dallas, 
but is to continue as General Secretary giving his full time to the work. We heartily 
commend him as a man who has the work on his heart, and, who sees the boundless 
possibilities of young life. 

We heartily approve of the correlation of the Junior League and the Juvenile Mis- 
sionary Society, as recommended by the General Conference, and agreeing with the 
Woman’s Missionary Society and the State League Conference. 

We recommend that w e set as our goal one thousand dollars to be raised by the 
Leagues for the Congo Mission Special, to pay the salary of our Louisiana representa- 
tive, John A. Stockwell. In addition to the regular $2 from each chapter, we ask all the 
chapters and churches where there are no Leagues to make a special Christmas offering 
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on Sunday, December 26, 1915, for State work organization. The money to be sent to 
Rev. A. F. Vaughan, Treasurer, Franklin, La. 

Whereas, there is no longer the class meeting or other means of public testimony 
outside of the regular prayer meeting, whereby young men and women can be developed 
in practical Christian work, we recommend that pastors follow the Discipline and 
organize Leagues wherever possible. 

We wish to express our appreciation of the presence of Mr. John D. Saint, State 
League President, and of the w ork which he is doing. We here call attention to the 
State Conference to be held in Alexandria, beginning June 17, 1916, and urge pastors 
who have Leagues in their charge to see that delegates are named and sent to this Con-

Mr. H. H. Ahrens. — Mr. H. H. Ahrens, representing the Times-Picayune was called 
to the floor in recognization of the eminent value of the journal he represents, and of 
his own services as reporter of the Louisiana Conference for a period of 23 years, and 
spoke briefly. 

Asbury Centenary. — The report of the special committee on the Asbury Centenary 
was read, amended by constituting a Committee of three on program, and adopted as 
amended as follows: 

REPORT OF SPECIAL COMMITTEE ON THE ASBURY CENTENARY. 

We rejoice in the widespread interest that the approaching centenary of the death 
of Francis Asbury is eliciting in American Methodism, and we make the following recom- 
mendations: That — 

1. A suitable program be carried out in its session in 1916, in honor of the labors 
and achievements of Asbury and his co-laborers and the mighty results that have come 
from their heroic endeavors. 

2. On the Sunday nearest the date of the anniversary of his death, March 26, or 
Sunday, June 4, 1916, a sermon be preached from every pulpit designed to call to the 
minds of the prosperous Methodists of to-day how great was the investment of endeavor 
and devotion, privation and sacrifice made by the preachers and members af the first 
half century of American Methodism. 

3. A wide circulation of literature relating to the men and events of that period 
be enterprised in order that the appreciation and gratitude of Methodists of the twen- 
tieth century may be evoked for the fathers of the eighteenth century. 

4. A bronze equestrian statue of Bishop Asbury be erected in the City of Wash- 
ington from the voluntary contributions of American Methodist Churches. Such a statue 
of this devoted man being eminently worthy of place among the statues of those who 
have served their country as warriors, statesmen, and pioneers, in as much as his 
labors helped mightily in laying religious, moral and social foundations for an enduring 
Republic. 

5. A Committee of three be appointed by the chair to arrange in advance for the 
program and its carrying out at the next session of the Conference.

Re-admission. — Question 5 was called: Who are re-admitted? 

The recommendation of M. C. Holt was again presented by the Committee of Ad- 
missions and reported favorably. He was re-admitted on a division by a vote of 59 to 17. 

The report No. 2 of the Board of Education was presented by W. W. Drake and 
adopted as follows: 

REPORT No. 2. BOARD OF EDUCATION. 

The obligation of the Church to provide distinctly Christian education for her sons 
and daughters, is a demand enforced by the necessity of self-preservation. The thor- 
oughness with which she trains her children for the ministry and for stalwart leader- 
ship in the lay ranks, as well as for missionary service, will surely determine the power 
of her own influence on the next generation. By her influence upon the educational life 
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of the State and nation, spiritualizing its ideals and overcoming its materialistic ten- 
dencies she has a great opportunity to affect profoundly the life and civilization of our 
entire people. The necessity for emphasizing this educational mission of the Church 
by greatly strengthening our institutions of learning is manifest to all who consider the 
secularizing tendencies manifest in current educational thought, and the far reaching 
evils that would follow an educational system that neglects to emphasize the Christian 
element. 

The obligation of the Church in this direction involves such a thoruogh and ade- 
quate equipment and maintenance of our academies, colleges and universities as will 
place them upon a level of successful competition with the best institutions in the land. 

The Church is likewise called to face the pressing problem raised by the fact that, 
under our school system, the great body of pupils in our high schools are being taught 
history, literature, mathematics, and language, without instruction in the Bible and its 
fundamental teachings upon which our civilizaton rests. The solution of this question 
demands the best thought and most persistent effort of the leaders of the Church, that 
some satisfactory plan may be evolved for giving our young people in the school age, 
real instruction in the Word of God, co-operating as far as possible and necessary with 
the authorities of the public schools. 

Closely related to this obligation, is the call to give definite religious help and 
training to the great bodies of students in our State Universities and normal and 
technical schools. A great majority of those who are to be the leaders in the political, 
industrial, social and educational life of the State; are students in these State institu- 
tions, which cannot from the nature of the case, furnish religious leadership. In most 
instances the work is too large for the forces of the local church, unaided, and some 
plan must be found for touching with effective spiritual inspiration, the life of these 
future leaders in the period of receptivity. 

The obligations that have been thus Broadly stated, lay upon the Church an im- 
perative demand for farseeing and generous investments in our educational plans. To 
those whom a kind Providence has entrusted large means, there can be no more fruitful 
and inviting investment, than an expenditure of money in the development of Chris- 
tian manhood and womanhood, fitted for the great tasks of the Kingdom of God. That 
our Church is beginning to awaken to this pressing demand of the hour is evident from 
the generous contributions, larger and smaller, which have made possible the auspicious 
opening of the two great universities of the Church at Atlanta and Dallas, each with 
resources amounting to more than $2,000,000, and with an encouraging patronage. We 
rejoice in this forward movement in the Church at large and look with hope and con- 
fidence to large additions to these beginnings so that the crowning institutions of our 
educational system may be equal in scope and equipment to any other universities in 
our country. We would urge all our young men looking toward the ministry, after 
finishing their college courses, to avail themselves of the opportunities afforded in the 
schools of theology connected with the Southern Methodist University, in whose terri- 
tory our Conference lies under the arrangement of the Commission. 

In this connection, we would urge our young preachers to make full use of the 
Correspondence Schools in the Dallas Department, taking their Conference courses 
throughout this method. Unquestionably, the value of the training involved in such a 
course is out of all proportion to the moderate fees required for instruction. 

We would emphasize also the value and benefits of the Seashore Divinity School 
and encourage the attendance of our preachers upon its sessions. We regret the in- 
ability of the Board, through pressing obligations, to make direct appropriations toward 
its maintenance, and the consequent necessity of continuing the plan of providing for 
it through personal contributions. We commend the work being done by the Seashore 
Camp Ground School and rejoice in its growing patronage. 

The heart of our educational problem is to be found, for Louisiana, in the pressing 
needs and imperative demands of our colleges. We ask earnest attention to this central 
need. 

MANSFIELD FEMALE COLLEGE. 

We congratulate the Church throughout the State upon the excellent work being 
done by the College for girls. It asks for the patronage of the Methodists of the State, 
not alone because it is our college, but upon its merits, and we are persuaded that by 
thoroughness of work as well as by those influences and teachings which develop noble 
character, its merits the patronage of our people and the enthusiastic co-operation of 
our ministry. We learn with pleasure that it is self-sustaining and is growing in effi- 
ciency and patronage. If the patronage it deserves can be secured, its outlook for a 
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prosperous and useful future is sure. The one acute problem facing the Conference with 
reference to Mansfield College at present is due to the fact that when the issue of bonds 
was provided for to secure its indebtedness, no adequate provision was made for the 
regular payment of the bonds and interest. The Conference at that time refused to in- 
crease sufficiently the educational assessment, and after paying the amount due to Cen- 
tenary Board has had left each year from the Mansfield indebtedness a sum less than 
the current bond and interest by several hundred dollars. Borrowing to meet this de- 
ficit, we have fallen further behind each year, until the present Board at its organization 
last year found an empty treasury and obligations amounting to nearly two thousand 
dollars falling due immediately. Friends of the College have generously helped to tide 
these obligations over, but at this time this amount must be met, and other obligations 
amounting to as much more will shortly fall due. Against this your Board only has in 
sight the balance from the year's collections, which will amount to probably less than 
two thousand dollors, leaving no provision for the obligations which will fall due before 
next year’s collections begin to come in. Several thousand dollars must be secured at 
once to pay these immediate claims, and thus save the credit of the Conference and the 
Church as well as the welfare of the school. The Board has already secured some per 
sonal subscriptions from friends toward this needed sum. If this can be provided for, 
and the regular collection be increased, there should be no further difficulty in this 
matter. 

CENTENARY COLLEGE. 

At Centenary College in Shreveport, we have an institution of great possibilities 
and promise, as well as serious problems. The work now being done is equal in grade, 
thoroughness and discipline to that of any institution in the State, and is by its Chris- 
tian atmosphere and definite influence furnishing elements of the greatest importance 
and that are furnished by few institutions in this section. The teaching force is excel- 
lent, and but for two handicaps, viz., lack of adequate funds and larger patronage, 
Centenary would easily rank with the best colleges. One element that adds to the 
acuteness of our problem is the fact that following the present session every Methodist 
college will be required to be classified under the regulations of the Central Board, whose 
specified requirements are that the college shall have a regular income of $5000 per 
year aside from tuition and fees. In order to meet this requirements and secure proper 
classification, we must at once secure a reliable income of some three thousand dollars 
additional to present resources. A united and enthusiastic co-operation on the part of 
the pastors and presiding elders can secure the increased patronage that the college 
needs and deserves. As has been suggested, Centenary’s financial problem is critical and 
pressing. In order to maintain the institution for any considerable period as an effi- 
cient college, as well as meet the demands of the Board as to classification, we must at 
once Drovide a regular income of $3000 per year, additional, and make material addition 
to our equipment. The special assessment for Centenary which was levied last year 
which secured a little more than half the sum assessed, was from the nature of the case 
a temporary expident. 

The basis for permanent mantenance and advance of our educational work must 
be through a careful and efficient working of our regulr assessments. If we will by the 
careful instruction of our people in the importance of this obligation, and the proper at- 
tention to it in the securing and distributing of the collectons, raise even the present 
assessment of $70000 for Conference Education in full, we can upon that basis, in addi- 
tion to meeting current obligations on Mansfield indebtedness, add the necessary three 
thousand dollars to the income of Centenary. It is time for the Conference to consider 
the wisdom of raising this assessment, which amount^ to less than twenty cents a mem- 
ber, to a sum worthy of the obligation of the Conference to meet the pressing claim of 
Christian education. The General Board of Education estimates that if the assessment 
on the Church for General Conference Education, which is helping in so many ways, were 
raised in full, they would have an additional $35,0000, with which to support their work. 

We can not, however, depend upon the assessment alone to meet the requirements 
in the quipment of a college under modern conditions. We must find large individual 
contributions. The campaign proposed at the last Conference for endowment has been 
hindered seriously by general financial conditions, as well as by some particular diffi- 
uclties. The Board has tried first of all to lay the matter and its importance emphat- 
ically upon the conscience of the Church by persistent campaign of information, and 
we have reason to believe that many people are thinking more seriously of the problem. 
Mr. C. W. Blair of Shreveport has offered to give $2500 to the College on January 1, next, 
on condition that the Methodists of the State raise $12,500 in addition. This challenge

must be met, not only as tangible evidence that we are interested in the vital matter 
of Christian Education, but because the $15,000 thus secured would add new confidence 
in our plans and would secure much needed improvements and assist in adequate main- 
tenance while we are working out a permanent endowment plan. We still have several 
thousand dollars to raise on this proposition. In order to secure the permanent basis 
desired it will be necessary for some one of large vision and whom God has entrusted 
with large means to give such a sum as will be a real challenge and inspiration to the 
liberality of our people as a whole. Such givers have been found in other States and 
their wise gifts have secured our great institutions. Why should Louisiana be behind 
her neighbors? Others must give their smaller offerings until we have adequately met 
this imperative demand. There are doubtless a hundred Methodists in Louis ana who 
could upon easy terms give $1000 to this endowment. There are thousands who can give 
smaller sums. 

The first step in the campaign must be to get our people earnestly interested in 
this work. The responsibility for this leadership rests necessarily upon the pastors 
and presiding elders. If we are thoroughly aroused we can lead our people with us. 
This has been demonstrated by the remarkable success of our orphanage enterprise. 
Because our people and preachers believe in caring for orphans. We have raisec^, with- 
out assessment this year $14,000 for the Orphanage. For our educational enterprises, 
which are necessarily much larger in financial needs and certainly not less important, 
we have raised on regular and special assessment about half as much. Let us put into 
our educational work the same persistent enthusiasm and we cannot fail to have similar 
success. 

One of the means by which we may lay the educational work before our people 
in a most effective way is to -secure the interest of the Sunday schools. We propose to 
plan an “Educational Day” in our Sunday schools, and without taking a collection, try 
to interest the boys and girls in definite work for our educational institutions. We will 
urge that our colleges be brought to the constant attention of the schools by illustrated 
advertisements of them, such as has been planned by the President of Mansfield College, 
and in other ways get the Sunday schools in touch with our Colleges. 

We need to remind ourselves that the great dynamic in the promotion of our work 
is prayer, and to this end we urge a united and earnest campaign of prayer that the 
Lord of the harvest shall raise up laborers and givers for his harvest in the Christian 
training of our youth. In keeping with the recommendation of the General Board we 
suggest the setting apart of the Thursday before the fourth Sunday in February as a 
special day of prayer for colleges. 

The Board recommends the appointment of W. W. Drake as Conference Secreary 
of Education. 

We also request the Bishop to appoint a commissioner of Education for each dis- 
trict to co-operate with the Conference Secretary in the promotion of our educational 
work, and that a layman be appointed in each district to co-operate with the said com- 
missioner. We recommend that the Conference Secretary, with the co-operation of the 
members of the Board and presiding elders be instructed to collect at the District Con- 
ference, or otherwise, not less than $150 as the share of the Louisiana Conference in the 
support of the Seashore Divinity School. 

We recommend that the General Board be requested to appropriate $1000 to Mans- 
field Female College. 

We recommend that the third Sunday in March, or as near thereto as possible, 
be set apart as “Education Day” in pur Sunday schools, when our educational work shall 
be presented through a suitable program, and without asking for the Sunday school col- 
lection, seek to enlist the scholars in definite work for our Colleges. 

We recommend that the assessment for Conference Education be fixed at $10,000, 
and apportioned as follows:

Dr. R. H. Wynn as President of Centenary College; Rev. H. T. Carley as Pro- 
fessor in Centenary College; H. W. Jamieson as student in Centenary College; F. E. 
Few as student in Emory University; Rev. F. N. Parker, D. D., as Professor in Emory 
University. 

Rev. W. H. Coleman is recommended for confirmation as a trustee of Centenary 
College. 

We recommend the following as trustees of Mansfield Female College:

It is evident, therefore, that unless the ministers of the Conference will agree 
to use the reduced rates, in coming to Conference, instead of their credentials, it wiil be 
impossible to obtain reduced rates for the Laymen. 

I submit, therefore, that, unless such a change is made, nothing can be done by 
a Railroad Secretary, and his continuance is unnecessary.

MEMOIR 

WALTER ALBERTUS HOFFPAUIR. 

Walter Albertus Hoffpauir was born in Lafayette Parish, La., in the year 1886. 
He died Monday, Nov. 8, 1915, and was buried in the cemetery of the old home church — 
Bethel, on the Indian Bayou charge, near Rayne, La. 

Walter Hoffpauir was converted in childhood, and he became a member of that 
church which has numbered many stanch men of his name in its membership and its 
ministry. 

He spent some time in Centenary College, and, as his preceptor then, the writer 
can speak, in highest terms, of his good deportment, close attention to study, and sus- 
ceptibility to the ideals and traditions of the old school, which has left such an impress 
upon many of our ministry. He also spent one year at Millsaps College. 

In the year 1909, his gifts, grace and usefulness were deemed sufficient to open 
to him a field of larger service in the Church, and he was licensed to preach. It was 
the desire of Brother Hoffpauir to enter the Conference at once, but he felt it to be his 
duty to remain at the old home, and look after the interests of his widowed mother. 
After her death, he asked for admission into the Louisiana Conference, and at Crowley, 
December, 1913, he was admitted on trial. Bishop Candler appointed him to the Port 
Vincent Charge, Baton Rouge District. His report to the succeeding Conference showed 
a substantial gain in the membership of the charge entrusted to him. 

At Shreveport, December, 1914, having passed the examination, he was advanced 
to the next class. Having been a local preacher six years, he was elected to deacon’s 
orders, and was ordained by Bishop Candler. At the Shreveport Conference, he was 
appointed to the Covington Charge, which he was faithfully serving at the time of his 
death. 

Such are the main facts in the life of this faithful man of God. He said during 
the closing hours of his life, “My work is finished," and those who knew, and loved him 
best, believe that God’s benediction rested upon the life of his servant. And in Brother 
Hoffpauir’s words, we are reminded of another, who, having fought a good fight, having 
finished his course, and having kept the faith, wrote to Timothy of a crown of right- 
eousness awaiting the faithful. We sorrow with his wife and little son, and unite others 
who were very near to him, but we sorrow not as those who have no hope.
